"At aucb (all) elections, all citi- 
zens of Porto Rico shall be allowed 
to oik who have been bona fide 
residents for one year and wh< 
poaataa the other qualifications o 
voters under the laws and militarj 
orders in force March 1, 1900.' 
Public Document No. 69, Fag. 

In order to ascertaiu what the 
laws and and military orders in 
force March 1, 1900, are, we have 
only to look at paragraph 8. page 3, 

af General Orders No. loo, issued 
by General Davis, Military Com- 
mander of Portp Kico, Oct. 12, 1S')9, 
which says: "An elector, to vote 
at such elections, shall possess thi 
following qualifications: He must 
be a bona fide male resident of the 
Municipality. He must be over 21 
years ot age on date of election. He 
must be a taxpayer in the munic- 
ipality in which he voteB at the 
date of thi.s order, or he must be 
able to read and write. 

While a number of States, such 
as Mas sachusetts, North Carolina, 
Connecticut and Louisana, have 
prescribed educational qualifica- 
tions for voters, the Republican 
measure enacted for Porto Kico, 
is the first attempt in the history 
of our Republic to prescribe a prop- 
erty qualification, since 'Thomas

An Old Hopkinsville Boy. 



The Baptiat Argua of this week 
contains an excellent picture of 
Prof. C. C. Ferretl, Ph. ()., formerly 
of this city, but now of Mississippi. 
In •peaking of Prof. Ferret, the 
Argus says: 

"It gives us pleasure to present 
the face of an honored young Ken- 
tuckian who bae forced bit way to 
the front, Prof. Chiles Clifton Fer- 
rell. Dr. Ferrell is a son of Major 
J. O. Ferrell, Principal of the Hop- 
kinsville (Ky.) High School. He 
was born August 20, I865, in Souht 
Carolina; graduated with distinc- 
tion as M. A. from Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity in 1886, and for more than 
four years was fellow and instruc- 
tor in that institution. Then be 
went to Germany, studied there 
more than three years, receiving 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
with distinction from Unive r sity of 
Leipzig iu 1892. His subject of 
doctor's dissertation was "Teutonic 
Antiquities in the Anglo-Saxon 
Genesis." In 1894 he spent *he 
summer in Paris, being a private 
pupil of Paul Passy, one of the 
greatest authorities on Phonetics. 
Since then he has held the chair of 
Modern Languages in theUniversity 
of M.ssissippi. 

''Honors have been heaped upon 
Dr. Ferrell. He is a member of the 
State Historical Society of Missis- 
sippi, of the Modern Language As- 
sociation of America, and one of the 
contributors to "Modern Language 
Motes," the official organ of the As- 
sociation.
